| car it is called an ammeter, and indi- 
cates Whether currents flowing to or

This instrument gives the specific grav- 
ity of the liquid of each cell. The test 
is easily made and from the reading of 
this specific gravity the owner may tell 
at a glance whether his battery is fully 
charged or not, If he finds that the 
battery is but partially charged he may 
know that the lights and used withcut 
sufficient runn ng of the car to re;lace 
| the current consumed. This will fur, 
nish a hint to him to use the lights ang 
starter sparingly until some extende 
d ylight trip at a fair speed will restore 
th= electric reservoir toits normal level. 
This occasional testing of the storage 
battery and adding water once or twice 
a week is all that is required of the ow- 
ner to keep the starting and lighting 
system of the average car in proper 
condition. 
| There is naturally a tendency on the 
yart of many drivers and owners to 
lame the starter, lights or battery for 
failure to operate when it is the result 
of the drivers own negligence and their 
abused idea that the battery is an ex- 
haustible source of energy that can be 
abused indiscriminately. When such 
drivers use their car only at night they 
expect a few moments running the 
motor will furnish sufficient current 
for lights on full power for hours and 
hundreds of srarts of the motor. Such 
drivers have only themselves to blame 
when the lights or starter fail.
